DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The Amendment filed 28 December 201 0 has been entered and fully considered. 

2. Claims 1 8-22, 24-29, and 31 -37 are pending, of which claims 18,21, 28, 29, and 
33 were amended and claim 36 and 37 are new. 

3. Some of the previous objection(s) and/or rejection(s) have been withdrawn in 
light of further consideration, Applicant's argument(s) and/or amendment(s). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 8-22, 24-29, and 31 -37 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding instant claims 18, the most related prior art is KAWAE et al. 
(US 6,066,592) ("KAWAE592"). KAWAE592 which fails to teach in combination 
with the other steps subjecting the resulting composite membrane to a post- 
processing where before or after drying by heating to partly remove or reduce in 
volume the pore fillers residing in the pore-channels of the porous substrate. 

Regarding instant claims 19-22, 24-29, 31-37, the claims are allowable as 
being dependent on allowable independent claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
